As  a  result  of  the  gifts  of  churches 
throughout  the  supporting  Synods, 
capital  renovation  of  Campbell  Hall 
will  continue  through  the  academic 
year  now  beginning  its  second  quar- 
ter. 

A  new  roof  has  been  installed  and 
third  floor  windows  replaced  at  a  cost 
of  $23,000. 

New  heating  and  air  conditioning 
systems  are  in  process  and  rewiring 
of  the  whole  building  is  underway  at 
a  cost  of  $215,215. 

The  new  elevator  which  will  help 
to  make  the  whole  building  more  use- 
able will  be  operational  soon  for  an- 
other $51,713. 

Remaining  renovation  of  the  chapel 
($102,000),  second  floor  lounge 
($10,000),  two  classrooms  and  four 
seminar  rooms  ($120,000),  and  11 
third  floor  offices  ($72,000)  will  be 
completed  as  soon  as  further  me- 
morials and  gifts  provide  the  neces- 
sarv  resources.

It  is  with  great  pride  and  gratefulness  in  and  to  the  alumni  of  Columbia 
Seminary  that  we  announce  that  the  challenge  issued  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors to  match  the  first  $10,000  of  alumni  giving  has  already  been  met.  By  mid- 
January  more  than  150  of  our  alumni  have  pledged  or  given  in  excess  of

FROM  the  PRE6IDENT 


The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  this  year  is  being  asked  to  do 
more  theological  study  than  at  per- 
haps any  time  in  its  history  as  a 
number  of  papers  are  before  it  for  ex- 
amination and  response.  There  is  op- 
portunity for  everyone  in  the  church 
to  engage  in  serious  consideration  of 
what  we  believe. 

Most  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
Declaration  of  Faith,  the  new  confes- 
sion, in  its  setting  in  the  Book  of 
Confessions.  Each  presbytery  is  to 
study  these  documents,  and  many 
local  congregations  will  also  take 
them  up.  Columbia  Seminary  is  seek- 
ing to  help  with  the  study.  In  October 
we  held  a  workshop  for  resource 
leaders  on  the  Book  of  Confessions, 
led  by  Shirley  Guthrie,  who  has 
served  on  the  Ad  Interim  Committee. 
Several  other  faculty  members  will  be 
available  for  leadership  to  presby- 
teries and  local  congregations. 

Two  other  papers  are  before  the 
church   for  study.  One  is  on  "Con- 


firmation", and  is  part  of  the  con- 
sideration of  the  admission  of  chil- 
dren to  the  Lord's  Table.  Wade  Huie 
was  chairman  of  the  group  that  pro- 
duced this  paper  for  the  Permanent 
Theological  Committee.  The  other, 
also  from  the  Permanent  Theological 
Committee  is  "A  Study  of  Universal- 
ism",  adopted  by  the  last  General 
Assembly.  I  was  chairman  of  the 
group  that  produced  this  paper, 
which  seeks  to  show  why  universal- 
ism  must  be  denied  by  our  standards 
and  why  also  we  must  take  seriously 
the  Biblical  passages  about  God's 
universal  love. 

Many  people  think  theology  is 
studied  only  in  the  Seminary.  We  at 
Columbia  hope  that  theology  is  what 
the  whole  church  studies,  and  we 
stand  ready  to  help  in  such  a  study.

In  the  firm  belief  that  excellence 
is  a  significant  Christian  virtue,  Col- 
umbia proudly  announces  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Columbia  Fellowships 
for  an  exploratory  year  in  theological 
education.
